HOSPITALS. 

A.  (1)  Fewer. — Cases  of  Infectious  Disea.se,  other  than  Smallpox, 

are  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  King's  Aish, 
Paignton.  This  Hospital,  with  its  trained  Staff,  is 
entirely  under  the  control  of  the  Local  Authority 
It  also  receives  suitable  cases,  on  payment,  from 
the  Local  Authorities  of  Brixham,  Urban,  Dartmouth 
Borough,  Dartmouth  Port  Sanitary,  and  Kingsbridge 
Rural. 

(2)  Smallpox  . — -Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  any  cases 
of  Smallpox  are  sent  to  the  County  Smallpox  Hospital 
at  Upton  Pyne. 

B.  (1)  Tuberculosis. — Tubercular  ca,ses  are  sent  to  Hawkmoor 

Sanatorium,  Bovey  Tracey  ;  or  Whitecliff  Hospital, 
Torquay. 

(2)  Maternity. — No  special  Hospital  is  maintained  for  Maternity 

cases. 

(3)  Children. — -There  is  a  special  Children’s  Ward  at  the 

District  Hospital. 

There  is  one  General  Hospital  within  the  Urban  District,  but 
it  takes  in  cases  from  outside  the  District.  The  Local  Authority  gives 
£20  yearly,  but  has  no  voice  in  its  management. 

This  Hospital  was  founded  in  1890  and  in  1929  it  was  extended, 
thus  greatly  increasing  accommodation.  There  are  now  36  beds, 
-‘ncluding  5  Private  Wards.  There  are  also  special  Departments 
for  the  treatment  of  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  Eyes,  Massage,  and  also 
X-Ray  and  Electrical  treatment. 

During  the  year  1930  there  were  528  in-patients  and  2907  out¬ 
patients  treated. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Infectious  Diseases.- — All  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are 
removed  in  an  Ambulance  which  is  kept  exclusively  for  this  work, 
and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Llealth. 

As  this  Ambulance  was  getting  in  rather  a  dilapidated  condition 
for  this  type  of  work,  the  Council  decided  to  purchase  a  new  one, 
and  in  October,  1930,  a  new  De-Luxe  Morris  Ambulance  was  purchased, 
which  is  used  for  Infectious  Diseases  only,  as  in  the  case  of  the  old  one. 
It  was  decided,  however,  to  appoint  an  Attendant  for  each  case  in 
which  the  Ambulance  was  used,  and  in  the  case  of  outside  Local 
Authorities  they  were  to  pay  for  the  time  of  the  Attendant  in  addition 
to  the  usual  charge  for  the  Ambulance. 
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(b)  Non-lnfectious  and  Accident  Cases.— A  Morris  Ambulance 
is  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  under  the  conty'1  of  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  (Paignton  Branch)  to  deal  Tth  all 
cases  other  than  Infectious  Diseases. 

When  required,  the  Ambulance  is  ordered  out  either  by  the 
Police  or  a  Doctor,  and  when  necessary  three  or  four  Members  of  the 
Brigade  and  Nursing  members  accompany  it. 

During  the  year  1930  the  Ambulance  was  called  out  for  14 
street  accidents  and  105  other  cases. 

CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Maternity  and  Child!  Welfare. — There  is  a  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre,  held  at  the  Parish  Church  Schools,  Paignton,  every 
Tuesday  afternoon  from  2.30  to  4  p.m.,  for  consultation  and  advice. 
The  latter  is  given  by  Dr.  F.  Muriel  Morris,  O.B.E.,  M.D.,  who  is  the 
Medical  Officei. 

School  Clinic. — 18,  Curledge  Street,  Board  Room,  County 
Council. 

Tuberculosis. — None  in  District. 

Midwsves. — Mrs.  Stook,  “  St.  Gay’s,”  Southfield  Road,  Paignton. 

Maternal  Mortality. — Ail  cases  of  Maternal  Mortality  are  inquired 
into  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  local  Practitioners  needing 
advice  in  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  may  apply  to  the  Medical  Staff 
of  the  Torbay  Hospital,  Torquay. 

We  have  two  Queen’s  Nurses  who  divide  the  work  of  Paignton 
and  District.  Mrs.  Stook  does  all  the  Midwifery,  except  in  cases  of 
emergency.  She  attends  all  Meetings  of  the  Maternity  and  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  as  far  as  possible.  The  Queen’s  Nurses  are  also  in 
attendance.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre 


The  Paignton  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  open  on 
Tuesday  afternoons,  from  3  p.m.  to  4  p.m. 

It  is  held  in  the  Parish  Church  Schools,  Church  Street,  and  all 
mothers  with  children  under  5  years  old  are  welcome.  After  the 
age  of  5,  the  child  should  go  to  School,  and  comes  under  the  School 
Medical  Officer’s  care,  so  it  is  not  expected  after  that  age  at  the  Centre. 

During  the  year  1930,  the  Centre  was  opened  45  times.  There 
were  215  mothers,  112  infants  and  186  toddlers’  names  on  the  register. 
Seventy -two  new  mothers  came  during  the  year,  also  71  new  babies 
and  23  new  toddlers  Twenty-seven  expectant  mothers  also  came, 
for  special  examination  and  advice  before  their  babies  were  born. 

The  ante-Natal  work  is  important,  and  I  am  glad  that  this  branch 
of  the  work  is  being  appreciated.  Each  new  baby  is  seen  and  examined 
by  the  doctor,  and  each  baby  and  toddler  comes  into  the  doctor’s 
room  to  report  progress  as  often  as  necessary. 


329  consultations  were  held  by  the  babies  with  the  doctor.  The 
toddlers  had  290  consultations,  while  the  expectant  mothers  made 
58  visits  between  them. 

No  milk  was  given  from  the  Centre  during  the  past  year. 

Miss  Bishop,  our  Health  Visitor,  comes  every  week  and  keeps 
a  note  of  the  children  to  see  the  doctor. 

Nurses  Stook,  Treasure  and  Beard  come  whenever  their  work 
permits  them,  and  weigh  the  children,  a  record  being  kept  of  each 
child.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  Statham,  on  Hon.  Secretary,  and 
her  Committee  of  voluntary  workers,  who  help  so  greatly  in  the 
management  of  the  Centre.

As  regards  mothers  and  infants,  this  is  a  decided  increase  on 
the  previous  year’s  attendances,  which  were  : — Mothers,  1567  ; 
Infants,  811.  The  attendance  of  the  children  was  less,  but  many  of 
them  have  now  reached  school  age. 

Ante-natal  mothers  made  58  attendances,  and  7 1  new  infants 
were  brought. 

Each  year  the  mothers  seem  to  realise  more  and  more  the  privilege 
that  is  theirs  in  being  able  to  bring  their  children  to  the  Centre  each 
week,  and  so  to  keep  them  constantly  under  such  skilful  supervision 
as  Dr.  Morris  always  so  willingly  gives  them. 

Never  since  its  inception  has  the  Centre  had  a  more  faithful 
and  conscientious  Health  Visitor  than  it  now  has  in  Miss  Bishop.  She 
is  most  kind  and  thoughtful,  always  ready  to  help  the  mothers  in 
every  way  possible. 

Nurses  Stook,  Treasure  and  Beard  are  most  faithful  in  their 
attendance,  and  often  give  the  mothers  helpful  advice. 

When  through  stress  of  work  only  one  Nurse  is  able  to  attend, 
Mrs.  Winsor  ana  Miss  Nicholson  are  always  willing  to  assist  in  the 
Weighing  Room. 


SOCIAL. 


During  the  year  Mrs.  Thompson,  J.P.,  and  Mrs.  Wallis  gave 
short  talks  to  the  mothers.  These  have  proved  most  helpful,  the  mothers 
often  asking  for  further  information. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Thompson,  a  Girl  Guide  attends 
each  week  the  Centre  is  open,  to  help  amuse  the  children.  This  is 
a  great  help  to  the  Committee,  and  ensures  more  order  in  the  room 
where  the  mothers  attend  for  tea. 

The  Annual  Outing  took  plane  early  in  June,  and  on  the  way 
to  Princetown  the  Waterworks  were  visited.  Mr.  Peters,  the  Assistant 
Water  Engineer,  conducted  the  party  over  the  Waterworks,  and 
his  kindness  and  courtesy  were  appreciated  by  all  the  party. 


CHRISTMAS  TEA. 


This  took  place  on  the  17th  of  December.  The  Parish  Church 
Room  was  filled  to  overflowing  with  a  happy  crowd  of  mothers  and 
children.  Father  Christmas  again  visited  the  gathering  with  a  plenteous 
supply  of  sweets,  oranges  and  balloons  for  the  children.

Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and  sent  to 
the  Public  Analyst  for  analysis,  and  in  his  letter  he  writes  “  I  have 
examined  the  samples,  with  results  which  are  exceedingly  satisfactory. 
There  is  a  conspicuous  absence  of  the  more  noxious  forms  of  bacteria 
from  both  samples,  as  well  as  a  remarkable  freedom  from  other  forms 
of  bacterial  life.” 

“It  is  further  testified  by  the  analyses  that  the  sources  from 
which  the  two  waters  are  derived  are  free  from  pollutive  causes.”

SEWERAGE. 

±.  the  important  sewers  on  the  low  levels  were  again  dragged 
and  cleaned. 

The  main  storm  outfall  was  found  to  be  in  a  state  of  collapse 
and  this  was  repaired. 

Various  small  repairs  were  undertaken,  and  considering  that 
the  system  is  called  upon  to  deal  with  the  sewerage  from  a  population 
greatly  in  excess  of  the  number  from  which  it  was  designed,  the 
sewers  function  well.  Flooding  occurred  on  several  occasions,  but 
this  is  unavoidable  pending  the  construction  of  the  new  system.  The 
effects  of  flooding  are  cleared  as  soon  as  possible  after  such  occurrences 
which  are  never  of  long  duration. 


HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

1.  — General  Observations  as  to  Housing  Conditions. 

Generally  speaking,  the  houses  in  the  District  of  Paignton  are 
by  a  great  majority  fairly  modern,  amounting  to  75  per  cent,  of  the 
entire  number  of  houses.  That  being  so,  the  type  and  age  and  general 
soundness  cannot  be  seriously  complained  of.  There  are  4;878  houses 
in  the  District.  Small  areas,  which  may  really  be  termed  slum  areas, 
are  only  two  or  three  in  number,  and  are  being  dealt  with.  Although 
there  is  some  overcrowding,  especially  during  the  season,  it  cannot 
be  said  that  there  are  any  prevailing  defects  or  bad  conditions  resulting. 

2.  — Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses, 

(a)  — There  is  a  shortage  to  an  extent  of  houses  at  reasonable 
rents,  seeing  that  there  is  a  waiting-list  of  about  300  people.  The 
Council  have  and  are  taking  all  possible  measures  to  meet  the  shortage. 
At  the  present,  preparation  is  being  made  to  erect  more  houses  at 
Tweenaway  to  add  to  the  Council's  houses,  which  now  amount  to 
257,  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  these  being  all  let  to  people  of  the 
working  classes. 

(b)  — The  population  of  Paignton  has  increased,  and  in  all  pro' 
bability  will  continue  to  do  so.  The  population  at  the  1921  Census 
was  14,443,  and  for  the  year  1930  the  local  estimate  is  approximately 
20,000. 

(c)  — -There  are  no  special  difficulties  in  the  way  of  providing  suit¬ 
able  sites  for  the  erection  of  houses,  except  that  the  price  of  such  sites 
is  too  high. 

3.  — Overcrowding. 

(a  and  b) — The  extent  of  overcrowding  is  due  to  the  shortage  of 
houses  in  the  first  place,  and,  secondly,  in  accommodating  visitors 
during  the  Season  to  enable  the  occupiers  to  pay  their  rents. 

(c) — During  the  year,  three  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt 
with. 
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4. — Fitness  of  Houses. 

(a)  — No  difficulties  have  been  found  in  action  under  thef  ;  ublic 
Health  Acts,  or  under  Section  3  of  the  Housing  Act,  1925. 

(b)  — Periodical  inspections  are  made  and  necessary  repairs  carried 

out. 


(c)  All  houses  are  provided  with  a  water  supply,  but  in  the  case 
of  a  few  cottages  with  a  common  yard  at  the  rear,  there  is  a  tap  in 
the  yard  which  is  used  by  all  occupiers  of  such  cottages,  but  where 
possible  the  supply  is  brought  inside  the  house. 

(d)  The  majority  of  houses  have  proper  sanitary  accommodation. 

5.  — Unhealthy  Areas. 

During  the  year,  owing  to  dilapidated  condition,  or  being  injurious 
to  health,  Closing  Orders  were  placed  on  7  cottages,  3  of  which  have 
been  demolished.  The  chief  drawback  of  course  is  to  put  the  people 
occupying  these  premises  into  other  accommodation. 

6.  — Byelaws  relating  to  Houses,  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings,  and  to  Tents, 

Vans  and  Sheds,  etc. 

As  regards  houses  there  are  Building  Byelaws  for  New  Buildings 
and  drainage  to  existing  buildings.  There  are  no  Byelaws  for  houses 
let  in  lodgings,  but  as  regards  tents,  vans,  sheds,  etc.,  Byelaws  were 
made  in  1930. 

7.  — General  Observation. 

Under  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  inspections  have  been  made,  and 
will  be  carried  out  with  a  view  to  “  clearance  ”  and  “  improvement  ” 
areas. 

Housing  generallv  is  under  careful  observation,  and  all  repairs 
to  drains,  roofs,  walls,  etc.,  are  carried  out  where  found  necessary.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, — 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1930. 

Complaints* — During  the  year  a  number  of  complaints  were 
received  and  dealt  with.  Upon  investigation,  several  of  these  were 
found  not  to  come  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts,  therefore 
they  were  outside  my  jurisdiction. 


DRAINAGE. 


Old  Houses. — The  drainage  system  of  68  houses  was  smoke- 
tested  during  the  year,  and  of  this  number  49  were  found  to  be  in 
a  defective  condition,  and  as  a  result  28  were  completely  re-laid,  and 
21  were  repaired.  In  all  the  foregoing  cases  the  sanitary  fittings  also 
came  under  review,  and  where  necessary  were  brought  up  to  standard 
to  comply  with  the  Council's  Byelaws. 

In  addition,  several  new  Lavatories  have  been  provided,  also 
lavatory  basins,  sinks,  etc.  necessitating  new  drainage. 

Plew  Houses. — During  the  year  drainage  and  sanitary  fittings 
of  242  houses  erected,  or  in  course  of  erection,  were  tested  and  inspected. 
In  this  connection  751  visits  were  paid  and  409  tests  applied. 

Sewers. — The  following  new  sewers,  extensions  to  existing  sewers, 
have  been  laid  during  the  year  : —

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 

Visits  were  paid  in  connection  with  notifications  of  if^ctious 
Disease,  and  enquiries  made  as  to  possible  sources  of  infection. 

Any  sanitary  defects  found  during  such  inspections  have  also 
been  remedied. 

Disinfection. — 81  rooms  have  been  disinfected  for  the  following 
causes  : — Scarlet  Fever,  Tuberculosis,  Cancer,  Chicken  Pox,  Measles, 
etc. 


Disinfection  is  always  earned  out  after  cases  of  Notifiable 
Infectious  Disease,  free  of  charge  ;  also  after  certain  other  diseases, 
such  as  Measles,  Chicken  Pox,  Cancer,  etc. 

In  addition,  clothing  and  bedding,  etc.,  is  passed  through  the 
Steam  Disinfector  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.

Disinfection  is  always  carried  out  at  the  premises  where  a  death 
from  Tuberculosis  has  been  certified,  also  when  possible  after  a  patient, 
has  been  removed  to  a  Sanatorium.  In  the  latter  case,  however, 
the  actual  removal  frequently  takes  place  several  days  before  we 
receive  the  notification,  and  much  valuable  time  is  lost,  and  it  would 
greatly  assist  our  efforts  if  the  actual  patient,  or  occupier  of  the  house, 
could  immediately  inform  the  Public  Health  Department  of  such 
removal,  when  disinfection  would  at  once  be  carried  out,  free  of  all 
cost  before  the  room  or  house  is  re-occupied. 

The  practice  of  issuing  disinfectant  and  disinfecting  soap  to 
the  poorer  classes  has  been  continued. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Pood  Pre in S$es.— Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  premises 
where  food  is  prepared  for  sale. 

Butchers,  fishmongers,  fruiterers,  grocers  and  all  shops  where 
food  is  exposed  for  sale  have  been  kept  under  observation. 

Several  local  butchers,  also  one  or  two  from  surrounding  districts, 
hawk  meat  in  Paignton. 

Slaughterhouses.— There  are  four  slaughterhouses  in  the  District, 
ip  addition  to  farms  and  other  places  where  pigs  are  killed# 
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tv! eat  inspection. — The  notification  of  “  intention  to  slaughter  " 
as  req\  d  by  the  Meat  Regulations  has  been  duly  received  during 
the  year,  and  as  a  result  a  considerable  number  of  visits  to  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  have  been  paid  at  all  hours  (including  Sundays  and  Bank 
Holidays)  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  carcases. 

2,344  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  slaughterhouses,  places  where 
pigs  are  killed,  and  butchers’  shops. 

The  marking  of  meat  after  inspection  is  not  carried  out  in  this 
District.

Department  exercise  strict  supervision  over  food  intended  for  sale  in 
the  District.  I  would  mention,  however,  that  these  figures  compare 
very  favourably  indeed  with  the  amount  killed,  and  the  quality  of 
the  meat  supplied  in  Paignton  is  very  good. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  record  that  there  were  no  seizures  of  meat 
during  the  year.  Every  carcase  or  part  of  a  carcase  necessitating 
condemnation  was  voluntarily  surrendered  to  me  by  the  butchers 
concerned. 
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BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  12  Bakehouses  on  the  register,  and  all  hf  Ji  been 
cleansed  at  the  stated  times. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

4!  Retailers  and  27  Wholesale  Cowkeepers  or  Dairymen  are 
registered  for  the  District  under  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 

Six  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  for  Bacteriological  examination 
in  regard  to  cleanliness  and  analysed  at  Seale-Hayne  College,  Newton 
Abbot,  and  the  results  received  were  not  as  satisfactory  as  they 
might  be. 

All  premises  are  frequently  visited  and  inspected,  and  every  effort 
is  made  to  impress  upon  those  concerned  the  need  for  cleanly  conditions 
in  order  to  obtain  a  clean  milk  supply. 

Several  informal  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year  in 
reference  to  Adulteration  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and 
in  all  cases  were  found  very  satisfactory

All  are  inspected  periodically  and  any  defects  found  are  dealt 
with.  Notices  of  infringements  of  the  Act  have  been  received  from 
the  Factory  Inspector  during  the  year,  and  have  received  attention. 


HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

All  this  work  is  under  my  control. 

Collection. — Mechanical  transport  is  used  for  this  work,  and 
in  the  winter  consists  of  three  30cwt.  Thornycroft  Lorries  in  daily 
use,  and  also  one  30cwt.  Morris  one  day  per  week.  In  the  summer, 
four  Lorries  are  in  daily  use  (3  Thornycrofts  and  1  Morris). 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to, 
approximately,  4,829  tons. 

Trade  refuse,  of  which  there  is  a  very  fair  amount,  is  collected, 
also  free  of  cost. 

Practically  all  the  houses  have  a  proper  dustbin.  Arrangements 
are  in  force  for  the  collectors  to  notify  me  immediately  of  the  absence 
of  a  suitable  receptacle,  or  where  it  is  defective,  and  after  investigation 
a  request  is  at  once  sent  to  the  owner  for  a  dustbin  to  be  supplied.  By 
this  prompt  action,  many  nuisances  which  arise  from  the  use  of  old 
boxes,  tins,  and  improperly  covered  bins,  are  prevented. 

The  work  of  collection  has  been  carried  out  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner  during  the  year,  and  this  is  chiefly  due  to  the  able  co-oper¬ 
ation  of  all  the  men  engaged  in  this  work,  and  to  whom  I  accord  my 
best  thanks.. 

Disposal. — The  method  of  disposal  in  this  District  is  by  means 
of  controlled  tipping,  and  covering  with  a  sufficient  layer  of  earth, 
in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Regulations  regarding 
refuse  tips. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year,  this  was  continued  at  Good- 
rington  Park.  During  the  year  this  work  was  completed,  and  the 
Park  is  now  being  laid  out  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 

Tipping  has  now  been  commenced  in  the  Goodrington  Valley, 
and  is  proceeding  satisfactorily.  Additional  land  is  now  being  acquired 
in  this  Valley  by  the  Council,  and  when  eventually  filled  in,  etc.,  will 
make,  it  is  hoped,  excellent  Playing  Fields,  etc. 
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HOUSING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT. 

A  Tabular  Statement  as  required  by  the  Ministry  cfriHealth, 
showing  the  number  of  inspections  carried  out,  and  action  taken,  etc., 
under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts,  will  be  found  on  Page  20. 

During  the  year  representations  were  made  to  the  Council  that 
7  houses  were  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  unfit  for  habitation.  The 
Council  made  Closing  Orders  in  each  case,  and  agreed  that  when 
Council  houses  became  vacant  the  occupants  of  the  condemned  houses 
should  be  given  one,  and  in  this  connection  3  houses  were  purchased 
by  the  Council  and  demolished,  the  occupiers  being  put  in  Council 
houses. 

The  Council  still  have  a  large  waiting-list  for  Council  houses, 
in  spite  of  the  257  which  have  been  built,  and  almost  daily  I  get  appli¬ 
cants  for  houses  calling  to  see  me  who  are  living  in  one  or  two  rooms. 
At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  the  Council  are  actively  engaged  in 
dealing  with  the  erection  of  additional  houses  at  Tweenway. 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  under  the  Housing  and  Public 
Health  Acts  totalled  329  ;  and  of  this  number  209  were  found  not 
to  be  in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Included  in  the  329  inspected,  are  43  houses  inspected  under 
the  Housing  Consolidation  Regulations,  1925. 

The  chief  defects  found  during  inspections  have  been  in  relation 
to  defective  drainage,  absence  of  proper  sinks,  or  troughs,  etc.  It 
is  pleasing  to  record  that  of  the  209  houses  where  defects  were  found, 
207  have  been  put  into  a  proper  state  of  repair,  and  the  remainder 
are  in  respect  of  Notices  served  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  was  only  found  necessary  to  serve  24  Statutory  Notices  during 
the  year.  All  the  rest  of  the  work  was  carried  out  as  a  result  of  Pre¬ 
liminary  Notices  or  verbal  instructions. 

STAFF. 

Mr.  C.  G.  Rice,  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector,  resigned  his 
appointment  during  December,  having  obtained  an  appointment  at 
Clacton-on-Sea,  and  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  during  his  term  of 
office  here,  he  carried  out  his  duties  in  a  manner  creditable  to  himself 
and  the  Department. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  state  that  Mr.  R.  C.  Stentiford,  Clerk  in  this 
Department,  has  performed  all  duties  allotted  to  him  in  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  way. 

Conclusion. — In  concluding  this  Report,  I  should  like  to  take 
the  opportunity  of  conveying  my  heartiest  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  ;  also  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
generally,  for  the  support  and  consideration  extended  to  me.

Meteorologist' s  Report 


Town  Hall,  Paignton, 

March,  1931. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Paignton  Urban 

District  Council. 

Gentlemen, — 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  of  the 
climatological  conditions  in  Paignton  for  the  year  1930. 

Observations  are  taken  twice  daily  throughout  the  year,  and 
compilations  of  records  are  herewith  submitted. 

Paignton  is  situated  in  North  Latitude  50°  26 '  and  West 
Longitude  3°  34'.  The  town  faces  East,  and  many  parts  of  the  town 
are  situated  on  the  highest  elevations  overlooking  Torbay. 

The  Meteorological  Station  is  situated  in  Queen’s  Park  and  at 
the  Main  Shelter  on  the  Esplanade,  and  is  maintained  by  the  Urban 
District  Council  and  under  the  Air  Ministry.  The  Thermometers  are 
contained  in  a  Stevenson  Screen,  4  feet  from  the  ground.  The  Sun 
Maximum  Thermometer  (Black  Bulb  in  Vacuo)  is  on  a  stand  close 
by.  The  Grass  Minimum  Thermometer  is  placed  out  nightly. 

A  Barograph  has  been  added  to  the  Station  at  the  Main  Shelter, 
and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  general  public. 

The  Rain  Gauge  is  an  approved  Meteorological  Standard  pattern 
with  an  8-inch  top,  with  the  rim  12  inches  from  the  ground.  A 
self-recording  Rain  Gauge  is  now  installed  for  rain  storms. 

The  Sunshine  Recorder  is  a  Campbell-Stokes  pattern  with  glass 
sphere,  approved  by  the  Meteorological  Office,  and  is  placed  at  the 
top  of  the  tower  of  the  Pavilion,  30  feet  from  the  ground,  to  the 
latitude,  etc.,  of  the  Station. 

An  Anemometer  is  also  fixed  on  the  same  tower.  The  Barometer 
is  a  Fortin  with  brass  scales,  and  Mercury  Reservoir,  and  is  so  fixed 
that  its  zero  coincides  with  the  fiducial  point  in  the  Reservoir.  The 
readings  are  taken  in  millibars  and  inches. 

Observations  are  taken  twice  daily  throughout  the  year,  and 
the  weather  is  reported  daily  to  the  Meteorological  Office,  London, 
and  appears  in  the  daily  Weather  Report  issued  by  that  Office,  and 
their  other  publications — weekly,  monthly  and  yearly,  and  in  the 
London  and  Provincial  newspapers,  and  the  local  Press.  The  daily 
records  are  shown  in  the  Main  Shelter  and  Winner  Street,  and  judging 
by  the  great  number  of  people  who  observe  them  and  take  notes, 
it  is  very  evident  that  the  publication  of  the  Records  is  appre¬ 
ciated. 
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^he  Station  was  inspected  by  C.  H.  M.  Douglas,  Esq.,  Meteoro¬ 
logy  Office  Inspector,  Air  Ministry,  on  the  13th  June,  1930,  and 
all  the  Instruments  tested  and  certified. 

The  Inspector  also  viewed  sites  for  a  new  Meteorological  Station 
for  Temperatures  and  Rainfall,  because  it  was  considered  that  the 
site  in  Queen’s  Park  was  not  open  enough  for  the  Rainfall  record. 
There  was  only  one  site  that  the  Inspector  thought  suitable  for  him 
to  report  to  the  Director  of  the  Meteorological  Office,  viz.,  Victoria 
Park.  The  fullest  particulars  were  drafted  to  this  Office,  and  the 
Direct  3r  gave  his  approval  to  its  use  as  a  Climatological  Station 
officially  approved  by  the  Meteorologicl  Office.  The  new  Station 
was  brought  into  use  on  the  14th  August.  The  size  of  the  enclosure 
is  24ft.  square,  and  allows  ample  room  for  the  disposition  of  the 
recording  instruments. 

Appended  a;e  the  statistics  of  the  “  means  ”  and  “  averages  ” 
of  the  Barometer,  Thermometers,  Rainfall,  Sunshine,  Humidity, 
Wind  Direction  Forces,  and  other  phases  of  the  weather.

CLIMATE  OF  PAIGNTON,  1930. 

The  climatic  conditions  during  the  year  were  about  normal- 
There  was  a  small  deficiency  on  the  sunshine  average,  an  excess  on 
the  rainfall,  and  temperature  was  part  of  a  degree  above  the  average. 
June  was  the  sunniest  month,  and  also  the  warmest,  but  July  provided 
the  sunniest  day  of  the  year,  and  June  came  next  best.  The  year 
produced  3  days  more  sunshine  than  the  previous  one.  The  least 
sunny  months  were  January  and  December,  which  were  7  and  6 
hours,  respectively,  below  the  average.  Last  year  there  was  an 
over  the  average  amount  of  sunshine  in  1 1  months  of  the  year.  This 
year  it  has  occurred  in  only  six  months.  The  greatest  difference  from 
average  in  any  one  month  was  that  in  May,  when  the  deficiency  from 
average  was  51.7  hours.  The  reason  of  less  sunshine  is  obvious  on 
perusal  of  the  tabulated  statistics  of  the  cloud  amounts,  and  com. 
parison  with  last  year. 

February  was  the  coldest  month  and  experienced  almost  continuous 
N.E.  and  E.  winds. 

The  excess  above  average  of  rainfall  is  accounted  for  by  the 
excess  falls  in  January,  August,  September  and  November.  There 
were  deficiencies  in  February,  June  and  December.  Five  months 
recorded  an  excess  over  average  fall,  and  the  number  of  days  on  which 
measurable  rain  was  recorded  was  59  more  than  last  year.  The  wettest 
month  was  January,  with  November  next  in  order,  and  the  day  of 
greatest  fall  was  on  the  20th  August. 

Lunar  Corona  and  Halo,  also  Solar  Corona  and  Halo,  are  observed 
and  recorded. 
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The  Mean  Temperature  in  the  Screen  for  the  year  waste  4°f., 
which  is  only  0.7°  higher  than  the  average  of  20  years.  The  warmest 
months  were  June,  July,  August  and  October,  and  the  coldest  month 
February.  Other  months  recording  temperature  slightly  above  the 
average  were  April,  September  and  November,  and  with  the  exception 
of  February  the  temperature  of  the  remaining  months  were  practically 
normal.  The  highest  day  temperature  recorded  was  80.0°  on  August 
30th,  and  the  lowest  27.0°  on  March  20th  and  December  10th. 

The  Mean  Temperature  of  the  Dry  Bulb  records  (9  hours  and  17 
hours!  is  53.1°f.  This  is  0.4°  above  the  average.  This  record  is 
the  mean  day  temperature. 

The  total  duration  of  bright  sunshine  recorded  in  the  year  is 
1684.2  hours,  or  a  daily  mean  of  4.61  hours.  This  amount  is  con¬ 
siderably  less  than  last  vear,  and  is  24.7  hours  below  the  average  for 
20  years.  The  sunniest  dav  of  the  year  was  the  7th  July,  which 
recorded  14.7  hours  ;  the  next  best  was  on  the  5th  June,  with  14.3 
hours.  Bright  sunshine  was  recorded  on  312  days  of  the  year,  being 
3  more  than  last  year.  The  chief  difference  in  records  was  the  great 
deficiency  in  May,  which  was  51.7  hours  below  average. 

The  total  amount  of  rainfall  recorded  was  41.09  inches,  or  a  mean 
daily  of  0.11  inches.  This  is  much  below  last  year’s  great  record,  and 
3.31  inches  in  excess  of  the  average  for  20  years.  January  is  responsible 
for  2f  inches  increase  ;  the  bad  weather  of  December,  1929,  continued 
well  into  this  month.  August  showed  an  increase  of  nearly  2  inches — 
1.53  inches  fell  in  24  hours  on  the  20th  and  was  the  largest  daily  fall 
for  the  year.  It  is  not  unusual  for  a  big  fall  in  November,  but  the 
record  shows  an  excess  of  21  inches.  The  total  number  of  days  on 
which  measurable  rain  were  recorded  was  204,  which  is  4  days  in 
excess  of  the  average  for  20  years,  and  59  more  days  than  last  year. 
The  precise  value  recorded  in  the  different  months  will  be  found  in 
the  tabulated  records. 

The  mean  Brometric  Pressure  for  the  year,  corrected  for 
Temperature,  Index  Errors,  Latitude  and  Freight  above  mean  sea 
level  was  29.891  inches.  The  highest  pressure  recorded  was  30.769 
inches  on  November  12th,  and  the  lowest  28.627  inches  on  February 
1st.  This  gives  an  extreme  range  of  pressure  of  2.142  inches.  The 
greatest  extreme  was  experienced  in  February,  1.941  inches.  January 
recorded  the  lowest  mean  value.  The  records  show  that  the  mean 
force  of  the  wind  has  been  moderate.  The  27  gales  noted  at  other 
than  observations  are  not  accounted  for  in  arriving  at  the  mean  force. 
It  is  noted  that  most  gales  occurred  in  January,  November  and 
October.  Gales  were  recorded  on  January  5th,  from  S.W.,  with  heaw 
rain  ;  9th  and  10th,  S.W.  to  W.,  with  heavy  rain  ;  again  on  the  12th 
and  13th,  to  West.  Gale  from  N.E.  on  26th,  heavy  showers,  and  gale 
squalls  on  the  31st  from  the  West.  The  pressure  was  as  low  as  28.633 
inches  in  the  evening  of  this  day. 

The  gales  in  November  were  recorded  on  the  2nd,  W.S.W.  and 
S.W.  ;  5th  and  6th,  S.  an  S.E.  ;  22nd  and  23rd,  S.W.  ;  24th,  S.W. 
The  gale  on  the  5th  and  6th  was  espeeialiv  severe  on  top  of  Spring 
tides.  There  were  tremendous  seas  tumbling  over  the  Paignton  fronts, 
making  traffic  impossible  and  undermining  the  sea  wall.  A  change 
of  wind  saved  inevitable  disaster  to  the  Front.  In  October  the  gales 
were  recorded  on  the  4th,  5th,  8th  and  25th  from  a  S.W,  to  W.  direction. 
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There  was  rather  an  exceptional  gale  in  August,  20th  and  21st,  from 
the  r  md  S.W.,  with  heavy  rain.  It  is  interesting  to  say  that  the 
chief  wind  direction  experienced  is  from  S.W.  to  N.W.,  N.E.  and  S.E. 
The  tabulated  records  show  that  out  of  730  observations  made,  440 
record  wind  from  a  Westernly  direction,  239  from  a  Westerly,  24 
from  North,  21  from  South,  and  calm  6.  This  is  proved  every  year, 
and  is  strong  evidence  against  the  idea  that  because  Paignton  faces 
the  East  it  must  experience  East  wind. 

The  range  of  visibility  is  very  good  most  all  the  year.  We 
experience  local  sea  mist  of  short  duration,  and  it  is  exceptional  for 
a  fog  to  last  half  a  day.  There  are  only  13  records  of  intense  sea  mist 
for  the  whole  year. 

Ground  frost  is  never  severe,  and  very  short-lived.  The  most 
severe  frost  was  11.2°  in  December.  It  is  an  intermittent  condition. 
Snow  is  a  rare  condition,  and  only  twice  in  January  and  March  were 
snow  showers  recorded.  Hail  showers  are  more  frequent.  Thunder 
and  lightning  not  much  experienced,  but  a  short,  sharp  storm  occurred 
on  November  26th,  accompanied  by  an  hail  shower  in  the  afternoon. 

Mean  relative  humidity  of  the  atmosphere,  76  per  cent.,  which 
is  the  average.  The  temperature  of  the  sea  is  taken  throughout  the 
year,  and  is  as  follows  : — Mean  values  :  Januarv,  48.3°f.  ;  February, 
44.1°;  March,  44.9°;  April,  48.2°;  May,  52.5°;  June,  58.0;  July, 
59.8°;  August,  60.6°;  September,  61.0°;  October,  56.1°; 
November,  51.6°;  December,  48.8°.

Mild  for  the 
time  of  year  at  times,  but  temperatures  below  freezing  point  from 
17th  to  20th.  Slight  snow  showers.  Sunshine  above  the  average. 
Temperature  and  rainfall  about  the  average.  Moderate  to  fresh 
winds,  principally  from  W.,  N.W.,  S.E.  and  N.E. 

April. — Fairly  sunny.  Showery.  Temperature  above  the  average. 
Also  sunshine  and  rainfall  about  the  average,  but  pressure  rather 
irregular.  Quite  a  prevalence  of  N.E.,  E.N.E.  and  S.E.  winds. 

M sy, — Changeable.  Sunshine  much  below  the  average,  also  rainfall. 
The  temperature  was  about  the  average.  Wind  W.,  NAV.,  N.E., 
E.S.E. 

June. — Dry,  sunny,  warm.  Sunshine  and  temperature  above  the 
average.  Rainfall  much  below  the  average.  Wind  E.,  S.E.  and 
S.S.E.,  light  or  moderate  first  half,  Westerly  second  half. 
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July. — Fine  and  warm  first  half;  much  cooler  and  showery  ^second 
half.  Sunshine  above  the  average,  rainfall  below,  and  ^  nper- 
ature  about  the  averag.e  Wind  S.W.,  W.  and  N.W. 

August.— The  first  part  of  the  month  particularly  unsettled,  with  low 
pressures  and  temperatures.  Also  the  middle.  The  remainder 
fine  and  warm.  Sunshine  record  a  little  above  the  average. 
Rainfall  much  above  the  average,  due  to  a  severe  rain  storm. 
Temperature  about  the  average.  Winds  W.  and  W.N.W. 

September. — A  disappointing  month  after  the  first  few  days.  Change¬ 
able,  frequency  of  showers,  and  breezy  wind  mainly  from  an 
Easterly  direction  first  half  and  last  3  days  ;  otherwise  from 
S.W.  to  N.W.  Sunshine  record  about  the  average.  Rainfall 
much  above  the  average.  Temperature  a  little  above  the  average. 
Gales  recorded  19th — 20th. 

October.— Considerable  fine  or  fair  periods.  Changeable,  generally 
mild,  particularly  so  during  first  5  days  and  middle  of  month. 
Gales  recorded.  Sunshine  and  temperatures  above  the  average. 
Rainfall  be  low  the  average.  Winds  S.W.  to  N.W. 

November.— Generally  unsettled,  dull,  mild,  with  a  sharp  cold  touch 
in  and  out.  Anti-cyclonic  conditions  ;  7th  to  14th  dry,  the 
reminader  of  month,  particularly  the  whole  of  the  second  half, 
rainy.  Gales  were  recorded.  Sunshine  below  the  average. 
Temperature  above  the  average.  Rainfall  much  above  the 
average.  Short,  sharp  thunderstorm,  loud  thunder  claps,  vivid 
lightning.  Exceptionally  large  hailstones  on  the  26th.  Winds 
S.W.,  W.S.W.  to  N.W.,  and  N.E. 

December. — The  conditions  were  unsettled,  but  drier  and  quieter 
than  usual.  Temperature  slightly  below  the  average.  There 
were  very  cold  periods,  but  of  short  duration.  Sunshine  was 
much  below  the  average,  also  the  rainfall.  Gales  were  recorded. 
Winds  were  from  the  S.W.,  W.N.W.  and  N.W.  Christmas  Day 
was  a  sunless  one  ;  unpleasant  morning  with  drizzle  rain  and 
mist,  but  drier  afternoon.  Boxing  Day  opened  poor,  but  cleared 
to  nice  long  periods  of  sunshine.  There  was  an  unusual  amount 
of  sea  fog  on  the  6th,  10th,  19th  and  20th.  Just  at  this  period 
there  was  an  impenetrable  blanket  of  fog  covering  most  parts 
of  the  country.
